THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Londonderry, in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
m Town Affairs:

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Londonderry on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, next, 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To raise money for the repair of roads and bridges, 
for Memorial Day, and for any other articles embraced in 
this Warrant. 


4. To see if the Town will accept State Aid for construc- 
tion of Class II roads, known as the Litchfield Road, and raise 
or appropriate or set aside the sum of $1,443.00, the State to 
contribute $2,886.00, or, to accept State Aid for the con- 
struction of Class V roads and raise or set aside for said 
purpose the sum of $875.89, the State to contribute $3,503.54. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading from Sand Hill Road (so called) to the Londonderry 
Turnpike. 
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6. To see if the Town will vote to elect only one Road 
Agent for the entire Town. This article to take effect, if 
passed, in March 1942. 


7%. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 in trust, the income to be expended for the perpetual 
care of the John S. Brown lot in Pleasant View Cemetery. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 in trust, the income to be expended for the perpetual 
care of the Ellen Merrill lot. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 in trust, the income to be expended for the perpetual 
care of the Horace C. Boyce lot in Pleasant View Cemetery. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$200.00 in trust, the income to be expended on the Frank 
Nesmith Colby lot in Pleasant View Cemetery.

There have been various changes worthy of mention since 
the last report. Schools Number Three and Six were closed 
due to the decreased enrollment in each district. Both teach- 
ers, Miss Della Greenley, and Miss Viola Agrafiotis, trans- 
ferred to other positions. During the summer Mrs, Eleanor 
Brown, teacher at the Number 8 school, resigned due to ill 
health. Mrs. Ida Watts was assigned to the Number 8 posi- 
tion. The Number 9 situation, formerly occupied by Mrs. 
Watts, has been filled by Miss Mary Hoellrich, of Lawrence, 
Massachusetts. Miss Hoellrich is a four year graduate of 
the Lowell Teachers’ College. At the present time Miss Doris 
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Stimson, teacher at the Number One School, is absent from 
her duties due to ill health. Her substitute is Mrs. Dorothy 
Smith Holton of Londonderry. 


Mrs. Ida Watts attended the session at Plymouth Teachers 
College during the past summer. 


We have continued the emphasis placed on the installation 
of a modern basal reading system begun last year, All pupils 
in the primary grades have been using these materials and 
methods to advantage. Other textbook needs have been 
studied and improved upon and it is our intention to con- 
tinue to place adequate textbooks, materials, and supplies in 
the hands of the pupils and teachers. Reading, language, 
history, and dictionaries are some items on which we have 
concentrated during the past months. 


The closing of the Number Three and Six schools has 
worked to to the advantage of the pupils concerned and, at 
the same time, has meant a saving to the town. The amount 
spent for teachers’ salaries, janitors’ salaries, hght and jani- 
tor supplies, and repairs has been materially reduced. Of 
course, at the same time there has been an increase in the 
cost of transportation. Due chiefly to the reductions men- 
tioned, it is estimated that there will be a cash balance of 
at least $1700 at the end of the present school year. ‘The 
amount of money needed for school purposes for 1941-1942 
is about five hundred dollars less than was appropriated for 
this year. It is estimated that there will be a decided in- 
crease in the number of pupils who will attend high schools 
next September; otherwise the budget total for 1941-1942 
would be much less. In late years, as mentioned in the pre- 
vious report, more and more pupils enter high school after 
graduating from the Londonderry schools. Reports from the 
high schools concerned would indicate that the pupils are 
well-prepared and, for the most part, they are taking advan- 
tage of the opportunity which is presented to them. How- 
eyer, there is no denying the fact that the appropriation in 
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the budget for high school tuiton has steadily increased each 
year. 


The Londonderry schools continue to be administered in 
a conservative manner. ‘The per pupil cost for 1939-1940 
was $67.52 as compared to a state median of $81.85 for the 
same period. 


Transportation of pupils from those districts where schools 
have been closed recently is being handled in a satisfactory 
manner. Miss Theresa Griffin carries seven pupils to the 
Number Two School and Mr. Albert Jobin transports seven 
pupils to the Number Seven and Morrison Schools. 


The schoolhouses are being kept in good repair. Last sum- 
mer each building was thoroughly cleaned and various repairs 
made, ‘The interiors of several schools were painted. All 
schools now have electric lights, Number Seven having had 
them installed recently. This improvement was accomplished 
through the assistance and co-operation of the Morrison Fund 
Association. 


On Wednesday evening, June 12, 1940, twenty-two gradu- 
ates of the Londonderry. schools were awarded diplomas at 
the Town Hall. For the first time, graduates of the various 
schools met together and presented appropriate exercises as 
a preliminary to the awarding of certificates. The success 
of the evening may be credited to the planning and work 
of teachers and pupils. A list of the graduates follow:
